1. The split in the Romanian Rational Council was now officially recognised 
inasmuch as King Mihai has recently named Vlsoianu President of the Rational 
Council, As Is known, General Radescu baa kept away from seas ions of the 
National Council whan the oonittee of two was appointed. King Mihai con- 
sidered General Radescu* s attitude as resignation from the presidential 

post. ] 

2, This new appointment which was made directly by the King h im self and 

without General Radeseu having requested for his resignation, raised much 
dust Ri iw»w -fan emigrants and oreated'a special sensation among tha oppo- 

nents of the Visoianz>-Cret7eanu group as wall as among the members of the 
National Peasant Party in Paris who disapprove the attitude of their poli- 
tical friends in the USA. . . 



3. In view of this discontent and in an effort to dispel the accusations 
which called the King's action anti- democrat io, General Constantin Petre-Lezar 
in a personal latter to the former Royal adjutant and Counodore Gherghel who 
now live in Paris in political retirement, set forth certain constitutional 
theories. . . laser consequently deduced that the appointment of Tlsolanu 
instead of General Radescu was completely legal. • . • 



4. General Lazar's letter mat with vehement opposition and criticism on tha . 
part of the National Peasant Party in Paris and the followers of Genera 
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Badaacu. They mj that Iasar&a theories are without any legal baaia and em- 
phasise that ana in eodle a normal constitutional Ufa baa to ba In eosfeont- 
ity with the conceptions of tha majority and not merely with the views of oaa 
individual group or party. Especially the Bmmnian emigres living in Paris 
bl ana tha Xing for his attitude and also severely criticise General Laser' a 
policy. . . 

7. General Radaaou and his followers who first regained res erred to avoid 
suspicions of pursuing personal ties by their dissentient efforts and by the 
establishment of a counter national council now resolved to become more active 
after the unilateral appointment of Visoiann. It la believed that an 
"Associatie a Bomanllor din Adi" under the direction of General Badeseu and 
his friends will soon be esta b lis h ed in lew Tork. This national council is 
not conceived of as a dissident council v in an effort to avoid a split with 
groups rallied to the Xing as far as possible, but is meant to rally tha 
most representative Rnrnanlan elements among emigrants who live in the DBA and, 
later, to organise those who live in countries of Europe. • . 

9. It was also learned that after the ausoension of the American relief 
funda the two secretariates of the former «nmanlan national Council ware 
closed. A* is known one of these secretariate* which was at the disposition 
of the Badasou group was located in Hew fork while the other, namely that of 
tha Cretseam group was in Washington. This latter secretariate worked always 
independent of that in lew To rfc. However, the two offices, on the basis 
of a benevolent and tacit recognition, were both supported by the free 
Europe Committee* • «
